The right front seat was occupied by 
AS AIC Roy H. Kellorman. At the foot of Bln Street, at a point apprenimi 
200 feet east of the Houston Street Triple Underpass, on tta 'approach to 
the Stcrrmons Freeway, Preoident Kennedy, who was soared on trie rmgnt rear 
coat, was shot. Immediately thereafter Governor Connelly, seated in the 
right jump seat, was shot once* The President was tnen shot the saconc;^ 
time. The car carrying the wounded President and the- Governor prccooJeu 
immediately to the Parkland Memorial Hospital at 5201 Harry Hines Boulevard 
whore the President was pronounced dead by Dr. Kemp Clark, Chief of 
Kourocurgery at 1 pm* Governor Connally, critically wounded, survived. 

Witnesses identified the source of the shots as the sixth floor cf the 
Texas School Book Depository Building at kll 31m Street. A search of 'th> 
building disclosed a number of open windows on the south side of the 
building. Officors Capt. J. W* Frits and Detectives R.>. Sira and. 1. L. 
Boyd of the Dallas Homicide Division of the Police Department found, in 
an area cn the sixth floor near an open window on the southeast cornu r of 
the building, three expended shells of 6.5 13*1 caliber rifle amxuniuion. 

;V,; immediate search of the room disclosed an Italian Pbiinlichor-Carc^ao 
rifle 6.5 KK with a 1|X Scope, hidden among the boxes on opposite side of 
this room near the staircase. One loaded shell was found in the chamber of 
the rifle.
